The Directora Meet and Accept Dr. Todd's | 
Resignation as Superintendent. A 
Reorganization Committce 
Appointed. 


The Board of Directors of the P. nin | 


sula Gen ral Hospital, met at the Hos 
pital building Thursday afternoon to 
consider the question of accepting the 
retignation of Dr. George W. Todd, as 
Superintend -nt of the Instituton. Af 
ter going over the matter thoroughly. 
the Board decided to accept the résig- 
nation, The letter of Dr. Todd's re- 
signing was as fo'lows: 

To THE BOARD or Directors—Pexin 

SULA GENERAL HOSPITAL, 


Gentlemen:—After most careful 
and thorough consideration of all the 
matters which may be involved in the 
step I am about to take, I hereby an- 
noupnce to the Board that I fee! obliged 
to tender my resignation of the Super 
intendency of the Peninsu'a General 
Hospital, to take effect as soon as an- 
other Superintendent can be sevured. 
I desire not to be misunderstood in this 
action. I have devoted more than three 
yearsof herd work under many diffi- 
culties andjdiscouragements assisting in 
the founding and development of this 
enterpri e I have given it my best and 
done it gladly. It now seems to me 
that the interests of my private prac- 
tice require more of my time than I 
have been able to give it and that the 
Hospital should have opportunity to 
try the benefit of ancther administra 
tion. I wish to say further, that in 
thus severing my present relations my 
interest in the Hospital will not under 
go any change. I shall ever be ready 
torender any assistance I can to the 
new Superintendent and general man- 
agement. I have the same faith in the 
need of a Hospital asin the beginning 
and am not conscious of the loss of any 
of that public spirit which I always try 
toexhibit. I would commend the Hos- 
pital as worthy of all help and urge 
that without faltering the new build. | 
ing should be erected. I wish in con 
clusion to express my heart felt thanks 
to the Board of Directors for their 
steady c ration and courtesy in my 
conduct of the affairs of the Hospital 
and to say, that with such a company 
of men the Hospital should succeed.

THE MOVEMENT AFOOT. 


Tax. Payers Will Petition The Couaty 


Commissioners, 


Public sentiment has so crystalized 
upon the subject of improved highways 
that the leaders in the movement have 
sent out the following petition to be 
signed by the taxpapers of the county 
and then laid before the commissioners 
as their warrant for making the ap- 
propriation for a beginning of the work. 
The petition reads as follows; 

To the County Commissioners of 
Wicomico County; 

We, the undersigned, fa vor an appro- 
priation of $10,000 to begin the work of 
improving our public roads after the 
plan set forth in a recent article in the 
Salisbury ADVERTISER, by Thos, Perry. 
Briefly, this article suggested that the 
County Commissioners make an appro- 
priation of $5,000 to be added to the 
$5,000 which the Court ofeAppeals has 
decided that the B. C, & A. Ry. Co. 
should pay to the county as taxes, 
making a fund of $10,000 to be expend- 
ed in improving our public roads. It is 
not the plan of the promoters of this 
undertaking that this money shall be 
expended on one or two roads, that is, 
finishing one section at atime, but that 
the work should begin from many 
points, that is, on all the principal 
thoroughfares, thus giving all the pub- 
lic the benefit of these expenditures 
from year to year,” 

These petitions will be at once circu- 
lated in each district of the county and 
whea signed by the taxpayers they will 
be returned to the office of the Salis- 
bury ADVERTISER. After each district 
has been heard from the petitions will 
be submitted to the Commissioners. 
There is strong reason to believe that

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| MISS ELLIS STILL ABROAD. 


Contiouation of her Her Sight-seeing la 
Picturesque Switzerland. 


Sudlersville, Md.. May 1, 1901 

Arising quite e:rly Tuesday morning 
we fouad the sky overcast with clouds 
| from which the rain descended at inter- 
| vale in showere too copious for any but 
the stoutest hearted to take the trip by 
toat. Our guide decided that those 
who prefè could leave early and go 
by boat, the others go with him by ra 
and meet them at the head of Lake 
Thun. Qaitea number did so but I 
had had enough of the small lake boate 
eo went by rail. 

We left Interlaken at 8 a. m. and 
much to our delight found that our 
train to k us by the side of the lake 
over which the others had gone by boat 
all the way until we met them at 
Thun. The track ran quite close to 
the water's edge and on one side lay 
the calm lake, its waters clear as crys- 
tal reflecting the ethereal blue of the 
sky above, or the snowy whiteness of 
the clouds breakirg away or scurrying 
across the heavens. On the other side 
the mountains came quite near the 
lake and the ‘sun’s rays breaking 
through the overhanging clouds, light 
ing up the mountain tops and showing 
forth their matchless beauty. For 
many miles after leaving Interlaken 
the snowy cap of the Jungfran was vis- 
ible. Lake Thun occupies a pictur 
esque position more tham one thousand 
feet above the level of the sea, it is on- 
ly ten miles long and two broad so the 
end was soon reached and those who 
had come by boat left it at Thun and 
boarded our train. The train being in 
motion again we found ourselves upon 
the banks of a river and shortly learned 
that it was the Aare which we thought 
we had left at Brienz. It enters Lake 
Brienz at the former place and leaves 
Lake Thun at Thun from whence it 
flows in a northwesternly direction re- 
ceiving a tributary from Lake Neufcha- 
tel, thence takes a northeasternly di- 
rection and empttes into the Rhine 
nesr Waldsbut. The railroad ran be- 
side the river until the city of Berne 
was reached and before we were many 
miles fron Thun we could perceive that 
the country was getting more level and 
many crops of grain were passed not 
yet ripe for the sickle, Fie ds of cab- 
bage and other vegetables were also in 
evidence and the surrounding country 
assumed an aspect similar to our own 
About 9.30 a. m. Berne was reached, 
the capital af the Swiss Republic. We 
had been promised afew hours in this 

uaint mediaeval city, but alighting 
Tom our train we found ourselves hur 
ried into another and in a few min- 
utes we were again speeding across the 
country toward Larisanne near Lake 
Geneva where we were to lunch. How- 
ever, this we learned of Berne; it has a 
population of over 50,000 inhabitants, 
one of the sights of the city is the cel- 
ebrated bear pits where for centuries 
the municipality has maintained speci- 
mens of this wild animal from whichthe 
city gets its name; it is one of the em- 
blems on the coat of arms, The cars in- 
to wh‘ch we were crowded were not so 
comfortable as those we bad left. I be- 
lieved one of the most enjoyable rides 
I had during the trip was this one from 
Interlaken to Berne. The mountain 
air was delightful, the cars comfortable 
and besides I had a whole seat to my- 
self which added materially tomy com- 
fort, The trip from Berne to Lausanne 
was uneventiul, the country was grad 
ually becoming more level, more farm 
houses dotied ths landscape and the 
scere was such a one as would greet 
the traveler's eye in our own country. 
Lausanne is situated in the Canton of 
Vaud on the routh slope of the Jura 
Mountains; its population is over 26,000 
Werached there aboot 1 p. m. and 
were quite ready for the dinner set be 
foru us at the Hotel Jura. We were 
treuted bere to some very nice canta 
louf es, the first we had seen and in fact 
a i we bad sern in the way of fresh 
fruits except a few pluma and cherries 
in the different ports of Switzerland 
which were tbe fine t I have ever seen 
Lausaute is atout one mile from the 
fake and after dinner we went to a 
trem car station and went down a very 
ateep bill to a little town called Ouchy 
the port of Laueanne on Lake Geneva. 
Here the boat was waiting for us and 
all we had to do was ‘ttep on board. 
The afternoon was » pirfect one, the 
bright sunshine lay over all the lake, 
the air was delightfully cool and re 
fre-hing, the water of “clear plac- 
id Leman“ lay calm and unroffled 
around us tave where the little boat 
plowed ite way over ite beautiful 
| bosom. 0, what is so rare as a day in 
|Juney Then, if ever, comes perfect 
days must have been written on such 
à day as this. The wind wafted to us 
an occasional breath from Mt. Blaue 
many mile distant and before we were 
far from Lausanne ite snowy white 
summit could be seen on our left. The 
air, sunshine and all other causes com- 
bined to make a drowsy felling creep 
over us and many were the quiet little 
naps taken while our little boat crossed 
and recrossed the lake and I am afraid 
we missed some of the natural beauty 
of those vine clad hil's aay sloped 
down to the edge of the lake on the 
north. Lake Geneva, or Leman as it is 
sometimes called, isthe largest of the 
Swiss laker. It is situated between the 
Cantons of Vaud and Geneva, and 
touched by both France and Surry. It 
| occupies a valley bottom between the 
Alps on one side and the Jura moun- 
mountains on the other, is crest shaped 
is 55 miles long and varies in width 
fron one to nine miles. It is eaid the 
waters of this lake at different seasons 
present a peculiar appearance, waving 
from side to side; it is supposed to be 
caused by a difference in the pressure 
of air upon it. Its northern shore bas 
been made famous by Rousseau and 
| Lord Byron, the scenes in Childe Har- 
old being laid in part there. The Pris- 
| oner of Chillon commemorated the im 
sonment of St. Bonnivaud in Chillon 
Jastle which is picturesquely situa‘ed 
on an ineolated rock at the eastern ex- 
tremity of the lake, many miles from 
Geneva.

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Wasurinoton, April 28.—In this dis- 
course Dr. Talmage draws his illustra- 
tions from a realm seldom utilized for 
moral and religious purposes; text, 
roverbs, vi, 68, “Go to the ant, thou 
sluggard, consider her ways and be wise, 
which, having no guide, overseer or ruler, 
proyideth her meat in the summer and 
gathereth her food in the harvest.“ 

The most of Solomon's writings have 
perished, They have gone out of exist- 
ence as thoroughly as the 20 books of 
Pliny and most of the books of Æschylus 
| and Euripides and Varro and Quintilian. 
Solomon's Song and Ecclesiastes and Prov- 
| erbs, preserved by inspiration, are a small 
part cf his voluminous productions. He 
was a great scientist. One verse in the 
Bible suggests that he was a botanist, a 
zoologist, an ornithologist, an ichthyolo- 
| gist and knew all about reptilia. I Kings 
| iv, 33, “He spake of trees, from the cedar 

tree that is in Lebanon eyen unto the 

hyssop that springeth out of the wall; he 
| spake also of beasts and of fowl and of 
| creeping things and of fishes.” Besides 
| all these scientifie works, ho composed 
| 3,000 proverbs and 1,005 songs. 

Although Solomon lived long before the 
microscope was constructed, he was also 
an insectologist and watched and de 
scribes the spider build its suspension 
bridge of silk from tree to tree, calling it 
the spider’s web, and he notices its skill- 
ful foothold in climbing the smooth wall 
of the throneroom in Jerusalem, saying, 
“The spider taketh hold with her bands 
and is in king's palaces.” But he is espe- 
cially interested in the ant and recom- 
mends its babits as worthy of study and 
imitation, saying, “Go to the ant, thou 
sluggard, consider her ways and be wise, 
which, having no guide, overseer or ruler, 
provideth her meat in the summer and 
gathercth her food in the harvest.” 

But it was not until about 300 years 
ago, when Jan Swammerdam, the son 
of an apothecary at Amsterdam, Holland, 
began the study of the ant under power- 
ful lens that the full force of Solomon's 
injunction was understoml, The great 
Dutch scientist, in bis examination of the 
insect in my text, discovered as great a 
display of the wisdom of God in its anat- 
omy as astronomers discover in the heav- 
ens and was so absorb! and wrought 
upon by the wonders he discovered in the 
not and other insects that body and mind 
gave way, and he expired at 43 years of 
age, a martyr of the great science of in- 
| sectology. 

No one but Ged could have fashioned 
the insect spoken of in the text or given 
it such genius of instinct, its wisdom 
for harvesting at the right time, its woo- 
ders of antenuw, by which it gathers 
food, and of mandibles, which, instead of 
the motion of the buman jaw up and 
„lawn in mastication, move from side to 
side; its nervous system, its enlarging 
doors in hot weather for more sweep of 
breeze, Its mode of attack and defense, 
‘losing the gate at night against haudit 
invaders; its purification of the carth for 
| human residence, its social life, its re- 
publican gorernament, with the consent of 
the governed; ita maternal fidelities, the 
habit of these creatures of gathering 
now aud then under the dome of the ant 
hillock, seemingly in consultation, and 


then departing to execute their different 
missions.

Not Altogether Commendable. 

Rut Solomon would pot commend all 
the babita of the ant, for seme of chem 
are ox bad us some of the habits of tho“ 
human race, Some of these small crea- 
tures are desperadocs and murderers, 
Now and then they marshal themselves 
into bosts and march in straight line 
aud come upon an encampment of their 
own race and destroy its occupants, ex- 
cept the young, whom they carry Into 
captivity, and if the army come back 
without any such captives they are not 
permitted to enter, but are sent forth to 
make more successful conquest. Solo- 
mon gives no commendation to such san- 
guinary bebavior among inserts any 
more than he would have commended 
sanguinary behavior among men. These 
little creatures have sometimes wrought 
fearful damage, and they have undermin- 
fed a town in New Graouada, which lu 
tme may drop into the abyss they have 
| dug for it. 
| But what are the habits which Solo- 
mon would enjoin when he says, Con- 
sider her ways and be Wise.“ First of 
all, providence, forethought, anticipation 
of coming necessities, l am sorry to say 
these qualitics are not characteriatic cof 
all the ants, These creatures of God are 
divided late granivorous and carnivorous. 
The latter ore not frugal, but the former 
are frugal. While tbe oir is warm and 
moring about is not hindered by ice or 
soowbank ihey import their cargoes of 
food, “They bring in thelr caravan of 
provisions; they baul in their long traig 
of wheat of corn or onts. The farmers 
are pot More busy lu July aud Auxzust in 
| reaping their harvest than are the ants 
busy in July and August reaping their 
harvest. They stack them away; they 
pile them up. They question when they 
have enough. They aggregate a suilicicat 
amount to last them until the next warm 
season, Wheo winter opens, they ore 
ready. Blow, se wintry blasta!l Hang 
your lelclen from the tree bronches! Im- 
| bed all the highways under snowdriftst! 
Evough for all the denizen» of the bills. 
Hunger but out, and peut site within. 
God, who teedletb every living thing, bas 
blessed the ant bill.

make life a perpetual winter. Dut in 
most lives there is a period of summer, 
although it may be a short summer, and 
that is the time to provide for the fu- 
ture. 

One of the best ways of insnring the 
future is to put aside all you can for 
charitable provision, You put a crum- 
bling stone in the foundation of your for- 
tune it you do not in your plans regard 
the sufferings that you may alleviute. 
You will have the pledge of the high 
heavens for your temporal welfare when 
you help the helpless, for the promise Is: 
“Blessed is he that considvreth the poor. 
The Lord will deliver him lu time of 
trouble.” Then there is another way of 
providing for the future. If you have 
$1,000 a year income, save $100; or $2,- 
000 a year, save $500; or $3,000, save $1,- 
000. Do you say such economy is mean- 
ness? I say it is a vaster meanness for 
you to make no provision for the future 
and compe! your friends or the world to 
take care of you or yours in case of be- 
reavement or calamity. 


Wrecked by Extravagance. 


There are women who at the first in- 
crease of their husband's resources wreck 
all on an extravagant wardrobe. There 
are men who at the prospect of larger 
prosperity build houses they will pever be 
able to pay for. There are people with 
$4,000 n yeur income who have not $1 
laid up for a rainy day. It is a ghastly 
dishonesty practiced on the next gener- 
ation. Such men deserve bankruptcy and 
impoverishment. In almost every man’s 
life there comes a winter of cold misfor- 
tune. Prepare for it while you may. 
Whose thermometer has not sometimes 
stood below zero? What sbip has never 
been canght in a storm? What regiment 
at the front never got Into a battle? 
Have at ivast as much foresight as the 
insectile world. Examine the pantries of 
the ant hills in this April weather, and 
you will find that last summer's supply 
is not yet exhausted. Examine them next 
July. and you will find them beling re 
plenished. “Go to the ant, thou sluggard, 
consider ber ways and be wise, which, 
baring no guide, overseer or ruler, pro- 
videth her meat in the summer and gath- 
ereth her food in the harvest.” 

This is no argument for mixerliness. 
Avarice and penoriousness destroy a man 
Lout as roon as any of the otber vices, 
W. have heard of those who entered 

is iron money fault for business pur 
poses nad the door accidentally shot and 
they were suffocated, their corpse not 
discovered until the next day. But every 
day and all up and down the streets of 
our cities there are men, body. mind and 
soul, forever fart in their own money 
vaults. Accumulation of bouda, mort- 
gages and goveroment securities and 
town lots acd big farma just for the 
pleasure of accumulation is despicable, 
but the putting aside of n surplus for 
your self defense when your bruin bas 
halted or sour right hand has forgotten 
its cunning of your old age needs a man 
servant or for the support of others 
when you enn no more be a breadwinner 
for your bourebold—that is right, that is 
beautiful, that is Christian, that is di- 
vinely approved. That shows that you 
have taken Solomon's ant hill for an ob- 
ject lesson. 

Going vut of this world witbout leav- 
Ing a dollar for those who remain be 
hind, if you have done sour best you 
have a right to put your bead in calm 
confidence on the pillow which Jeremiah 
shook up in the forty-nintb chapter of 
his prophecy, “Leave thy fatherless chil- 
dren, | will preserve them alive, aud let 
thy widows trust lu me.” But if baving 
the means through mortgages or bouses 
or life insurance for providing for belp 
less widowbood and orphanage you make 
no provision for post mortem need, bow 
dare you go up and take a palace in bear- 
en and let your wife and children go to 
the poorbouse or lato a struggle for bread 
that makes life a horror and sometimes 
ends in sulcide? 

But my subject reaches higher than 
tem poralities—forevight for the soul, pro 
vision for eternal experiences, prepara- 
tion for the far beyond, Ant bills, speak 
out and teach us a larger and mightier 
lesson of preparing food for the more 
Important part of us! Do you wulle 
that a man may be a millionaire or a 
multimillionaire for time aod a bank 
rupt for eternity, a prince for a few 
years and a pauper forever? The aut 
would not be satisfied wiih gathering 
enough food for half a winter or quar 
ter of a winter, But bow many of us 
seem content, though pot baring pre 
pared for tbe ten-milllonth part of what 
will be our existence! ut yourself in 
right relations to the Christ of the agus, 
through him seek pardon for all you have 
ever done wrong and strength for all you 
will be called to endure, and there will 
be no force in life or death or eternity to 
discomfit you, 1 declare it! There is 
enough of transforming and strengtben- 
Ing poWer lo Christ for both hemispheres 

Does Not Decline Work, 


Furthermore, go to the ant and consid 
er that it does not decline work because 
it is insigniticant. The fragment of wed 
it hauls into ite babitation may be so 
small that the unaided eye tapnot sce it, 
but the lnsectile work goes on, the car 
penter ant at work above ground, the 
Mason ant at work under ground. Some 
of these creaturvs mis the leaves of the 
Ur and the catkins of the pine for the 
roof or wall of their tioy abode, and otb- 
ers go out as bunters looking for food, 
while others io domestic duties stay at 
home. Twenty specks of the food they 
are moving toward their granary put up- 
on a balance would hardly make the 
scales quiver, All of it work on a small 
scale. There ls ao use in our refusing à 
mission because it is insignificant. Any 
thing that God in bie providence puts 
before us to do In Important, The needle 
has its office as certainly as the telescope 
aod the spade as a parliamentarian scroll, 
You know what became of the man in 
the parable of the talents who buried the 
one talent instead of putting it to practi 
cal and accumulative use, His apology 
was of po avail, 

n Thera is no meed of our wasting time 


and energy In longing for some other 
sphere, There are plenty of people to do 
the big and resounding work of the 
church and the world. No lack of briga- 
dier generd¥s or master builders or engi- 
neers for bridging Niagaras or tunneling 
Rocky mountains. For every big enter- 
prise of the world a dozen candidates. 
What we want is private soldiers in the 
common ranks, masons not ashamed to 
wield a trowel, candidates for ordinary 
work to be done in ordinary ways in or- 
dinary places. Right where we are there 
is something that God would bave us do. 
Let us do it, though it may seem to be as 
unimportant as the rolling of a grain of 
corn into an ant hill. 3 

Furthermore, go to the ant and con- 
sider its indefatigableness. If by the ac- 
cidental stroke of your foot or the re 
moval of a timber the cities of the in- 
sectile world are destroyed, instantly they 
go to rebuilding. ‘They do not sit around 
moping. At it again in a second. Their 
fright immediately gives way to their 
industry. And if our schemes of useful- 
ness and our plans of work fail, why eit 
down in discouragement? As large ant 
hills as have ever been constructed will 
be constructed again, Put your trust in 
God and do your duty, and your best 
days are yet to come, You have never 
heard such songs as you will yet bear, 
nor have you ever lived in such grand 
abode as you will yet occupy, and all the 
worldly treasures you have lost are noth- 
ing compared with the opulence that 
you will yet own. If you love and trust 
the Lord, Paul looks you in the face and 
then waves bis band toward a heaven 
full of palaces and thrones, saying, “All 
are yours!” So that what you fail to 
get In this present life sou will get in the 
coming life. Go to work right away and 
rebuild as well as sou can, knowing that 
what the trowels of earthly industry fail 
to rear the scepters of heavenly reward 
will more than make up. Persistence is 
the lesson of every ant bill. Waste not a 
moment in useless regrets or unhealthy 
repining. Men fret themselves down, 
but no man ever yet fretted himself up. 
Make the obstacles in your way your co 
adjuturs, as all those have who have ac- 
complished’ anything worth accomplish- 
ment. 

John Philpot Curran, master of the

I suppose she bas given me up as lost. I 
don't know where to find ber, but I 
would Jike to tell her what the Lord bas 
done for me in answer to her esrnest 
prayers.” Did it just happeu so that his 
mother was present and cried out, “Oh, 
my son, my son!” You know of the 
glorious Christian work in Japan, but do 
you know how it began? A New Testa- 
ment was dropped from an English ship 
in the harbor of Tokyo. The little book 
came into the hands of a prominent Jap- 
anese, who read it and was brought to 
God and immediately began to commend 
Christ to the people. Did all that merely 
happen so? Tell that to those who do 
not believe there is a God, but do not tell 
it to at least a hundred of us who have 
had in our own lives providential rescues 
as easily proved os that we bare erer liv- 
ed at all 
All Under God's Care. 

But we live in times when there are so 
many clashings, There seems almost 
universal unrest. Large fortunes swal- 
low up small fortunes. Civilized nations 
trying to gobble up barbaric nations. Up- 
heaval of creeds and people who once be- 
lieved everything now believing nothing. 
The old book that Moses began and St. 
John ended bombarded from scientific 
Observatories and college classrooms. 
Amid all this disturbance and uncer- 
tainty that which many good people need 
is not a stimulus, bot a sedative, and in 
my text I find it—divine observation and 
guidance of minutest affairs. And noth- 
ing is to God large or small—planct or 
ant hill—the God who easily made the 
worlds employing his infinity in the won- 
drous construction of a spider's foot. 

Before we leave this subject let us 
thank God for those who were willing ta 
endure the fatigues and self sacrifices nec 
essary to make revelation of the natural 
world, so re-cnforeing the Scriptures, It 
the microscope could spenk, what a story 
it could tell of bardship and poverty and 
suffering and perseverance on the part of 
those who employed It for important dis 
covery! It would tell of the blinded eyes 
of M. Strauss, of the Hubers and of stores 
of those who, after inspecting the minute 
objects of God's creation, staggered out 
from thelr cabinets with vision destroyed. 
This hour in many a professor's study the 
work of putting eyesight on the altar of 
science is going on. And what greater 
loss can one suffer than the lows of eye 
sight, unless it be joss of reason? While 
the telescope is reaching father up and 
the microscope ts reaching farther down, 
both are exclaiming: “There is a Cod, 
and be is intinitely wise and totinitely 
“good! Worship him nod worship bim 
forever!" 

And now I bethink myself of the fact 
| that we are close to a season of the year 
which will allow us to be more out of 
doors and to confront the leaxonsa of the 
natural world, and there are voices that 
seem to say, “Go to the ant; go to the 
bird; go to the flowers; go to the ficlda; 
go to the waters.” Listen to the,canta- 
tas that drop from the gallery of the tree 
tops. Notice in the path where you walk 
the lessons of industry and divine guid- 
ance. Make natural religion a commen- 
tary on wrenled religion. Put the glow 
of sunrise and sunset Into your spiritual 
experiences, Let every star speak of the 
morning star of the Redcemer, and every 
aromatic bloom make you think of him 
who is the Rose of Sharon anid the Lily 
of the Valley, and every overhanging cliff 
remind yoo of the Rock of Ages, and 
every morning suggest the “Wayepring 
from on high, which giveth light to those 
who are in darkness,” and even the little 
hillock built by the roadside or in the 
felda reminds you of the wisdom of imb 
tating in temporal and spiritual things 
the inscctile forethought, “which having 
no guide, overseer or ruler, provideth her 
meat in the summer nod gathereth her 
food in the harvest.”

tion, while the aiministration look- 
ed on and smiled, perfectly content in 
the knowledge that the paper was in a 
way to pay dividens on its stock.

AN ACT creating a Sewerage Com- 
mission for Baltimore City and au- 
thorizing the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil of Baltimore to Issue the stock 
of said corporation to an amount 
not exceeding twelve million ($12,- 
000,000) dollars for the purpose of 
providing, coustructing and main- 
taining a public sewerage system, 
to provide for the collection and 
dispoeal of the sewernge of said 
city, and of the inhabitants thereof, 
and to authcrize the submission of 
an crdinance for that purpose to 
the legal voters of sald city. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Maryland, That 
Thomas G. Hayes, Wallace Stebbins, 
Benjamin T, Fendall, Alfred M. Quick 
and Charles E. Phelps, Jr., and two 
members to be appointed by the mayor 
of Baltimore, subject to the confirma- 
tion of a majority of all the members 
elected to the Second, Branch of the 
City Council of Baltimore, be an. are 
hereby constituted a commission to be 
known as the Sewerage Commission 
for Baltimore City. Said commission 
to serve without pay, unless other- 
wise determined by the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore. That the 
mayor shall be ex-officio a member and 
the president of the said commission 
and the sald commission shall: elect 
one of its number eecretary of sald 
commission. The said commission 
shall forthwith adopt and construct 
such a sewerage system for Baltimore 
city, and the inhabitants thereof, as 
sald commission may deem best adapt- 
ed and suited for said sewerage ser- 
vice, The sald commission shall have 
all the power which may be necessary 
to execute said work.

interest upon the bonds issued under 
the provisions of this Act, and creat- 
ing a “Sinking Fund” for the redemp- 
tion of sald bonds at maturity. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, 
That for the purpose of providing the 
money required to pay at the time for 
constructing and maintaining said 
sge age system, which cost is after- 
wards to be assessed as hereinbefore 
provided in Section 2, the Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore be and it is 
hereby authorized to issue certificates 
of stock, of the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil of Baltimoro, for a sum not exceed- 
ing twelve million ($12,000,000) dol- 
lars; said stock to be issued rom 
time to time, as the said Mayor and 
City Council of Baltimore shall by or- 
dinance prescribe.

Sir Christopher Wren. was the son ot 


Dr. Wren, Dean of Windsor and Cha; 
lain to Charles I, He was born in 1083, 
and died in 17238. Many titles of honor 
were bestowed on him; was knighted in 
1673 by Charles II., elected ident 
of the Royal Society of London 1680, 
and elected to Parliament, but he won 
his fame chiefly as architect of St. 
Paul's, a Cathedral which is noted for 
being the largest and most magnificent 
Protestant church in the world, and 
second only to St. Peter's at Rome, 
— religious structures of modern 
times. 


No. 98. Count Cagliostro is the name 
assumed by Josepa Balsamo (1748 1795) 
of whom Carlyle says, the quack of 
quacke, the most perfect ecounarel that 
in these latter ages has marked the 
world’s history.” This famous impostor 
was the son of Pietro Balsams, a poor 
shopkeeper of Palermo. He started out 
early in life to practice the deceptions 
by which alone his name has been 
made famous. His first appearance 
was in Rome, selling pen — * or 
rather 19 — touched up with India 
ink, und passed off as pen drawings. ~ 

In Venice he met Lorenza Feliciana, 
the beautiful daughter of a harness 
maker, who became his wife. Leaving 
Rome, the pair made their appearance 
at Venice, Marseilles, Madrid, Lisbon 
Brussels and other cities, sometimes 
under one grand title, and sometime 
under another, until finally they as- 
sumed those of the Count Alessandro 
and the Countess Seraphixa Cagliostro, 
In a coach and four they rolled through 
Europe and everywhere found access 
to the highest circles of society. 

London initiated them both into the 
mysteries of Free Masonry, by which 
they were enabled to achieve their 
highest triumphs. The Count pro- 
fessed to have secured certain manu- 
script in which he discovered the orig 
inal system of Egyptian Masonry in 
stituted by Enoch and Elijah, and a) 
masonry had, in the process of time, 
wofully declined from its pristine puri- 
ty and splendor, the Count proclaimed 
it to be his mission to restore the sacred 
brotherhood to itsancient glory. From 
city to city, from Russia to France, 
traveled the count as the Grand Cophta, 
and the countess as the Grand Priestess 
of the revived Masonic faith, Their 
reputed success seems almost incredi- 
ble. Settling at last in Strasburg, they 
lived magnificently; the Count teking 
up the practice of medicine, Miracu 
lous cures attended his ski, and won 
der grew on wonder. Butin the midst 
of their prosperity the hour of retribu 
tion was at hand. The Prince Cardi- 
nal de Rohan, the most celebrated vic- 
tim of his arts, became the dupe of the 
famous diamond necklace case, and 
with him his friende, the Cagliostros, 
were thrown into the Bastile. Afteran 
imprisonment of nine months they 
were released, but were ordered to leave 
Fra.ce, They wandered again over 
the continent, driven from country to 
country by suspicious governments, 
until by some mischance they ventured 
to Rome, and began to organize an 
Egyptian —

MISS ELLIS REACHES. PARIS. 


Some Historic Facts Concerning Coati- 
nental Europe. 
Sudlereville, Mu,, May 8, 1901, 
1 noticed last week that the Paper 
sald Miss Ellis still in Europo” and 
perhaps it is time that sbe is getting 
back nome, for maybe tae story is long 
drawn out; but one comfort remaina to 
the writer and that is that no one has 
been obliged to read any of it unless 
they wished and to those who have pa- 
tience to read me so far I would Ba), 
“Bear with a little longer, I am almost 
done; I never like to leave a thing un 
finished no matter how insigniticant,’ 
We sp nt the day in Geneva in visit 
ing the stores, looking tor anything in 
the way of curiosities we could find. 
We saw no public buildings of note 
and the only monument we saw was 
one to the Duke of Brunswick, one of 
the city's noble benefactors, standing 
near Quaine du Mount Blanc where we 
landed. Mount Blanc was à constant 
source of intereat to us: several excur 
sions left Geneva that day but as none 
of them weat to Mount Blanc nor near 
there we did not consider the Pleasure 
to be derived from a journey equal to 
the cost. D 
Thursday morning found us ready to 
leave for Paris where we were to spend 
the following week. We left quite ear 
ly in the morning and such a beautiful 
morning it was tnat no thought ol the 
disappointments and anxieti await- 
ing us in Paris marred our pleasure or 
cust the shadow before. A Very oh rt 
ride brought us to French territory end 
again the Customs official must take us 
in hand. We hoped to be able to retain 
our seats but our courier failed to im- 
press them with the fact that we had 
nothing dutiable so out we were oblig 
ed to come with all baggage. Ido not 
know what articles they were looking 
for, as my baggage received the pecul 
iar chalk mark without opened. 
Those who had trunks wereobliged to 
open them, but no trouble was ex per- 
ienced by any of the party. We had 
gone through this farce of baggage in- 
spection six times already and I was 
about ready to declare myself an ar- 
dent adyocate of Free “Trade” before 
the lynx eyed American Officials at 
New Lo. k had had their turn at my 
few belongings. 
The earliest historian of France was 
Julius Caesar who invaded and con- 
quered it 59 B. C; it was then called 
Gaul and its people Celta.

feudal chiefs. For many years the ings 
of England laid claim io the throne of 
France, hence the enmity between the 
two countries; the Crusades and Crim 
ean War being the only instance of a 
military upion between them. France 
has suffered much from Revolutions at 
home, wars abroad and unwise, extrav- 
agant rulers. From 1889 to 1442 she 
was engaged in constant struggle with 
England.

Prof. Lawrence Bruner makes the 
following interesting statements con- 
cerning the destruction of insects in 
Nebraska by birde, His illustrations 
may be applied to any other State pro- 
vided the number of acres is taken as 
the basis of computation. 

“In nearly every case where the food 
habits of our birds have been carefully 
studied, we find that the good done 
far exceeds the possible harm that may 
be inflicted by them. Allowing 25 in- 
sects per day as an average diet for 
each individual bird to the acre, or in 
round numbers 75,000,000 birds in 
Nebraska, there would be required 
1,875,000,000 insects for each day's 
rations, 

“Again, estimating the number of 
insects required to fill a bushel at 
120,000, it would take 15,625 bushels of 
in ots to feed our birds fora single 
day, or 937,500 bushels for 60 days, or 
2,348,750 bushels for 150 days. These 
estimates are very low when we take 


into consideration the numbers of in- 
sects that various of our birds have 
been known to destroy in a single day. 
For example, the stomachs of four 
contained 1,028 eggs of 
canker worms. Four others contained 
about 600 eggs and 105 mature temales 
of the same insect. The stomach of a 
single quail contained 101 potato 
beetles, and that of another upward of 
500 chinchbugs. A yellow-billed cuc- 
koo, shot at 6 o’clock in the morning, 
contained 48 caterpillars. A robin had 
eaten 175 larve of Bibio, which feed on 
the roots of grasses &.“ 

Below is given an abstract of the law 
for Wicomico county for the protection 
of the birds: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person 
in Wicomico county to shoot, kill or in 
any way take, trap, catch or destroy,at 
any time in said county, any mocking 
bird, blue bird, swallow, martin, robin, 
cat bird, woodpecker, sparrow, wren, 
whippoorwill, dove, thrush, lark, kil- 
deer, red bird, bobolink, yellow bird, 
linnett, bat, night hawk, branch robin, 
gold finch, sap sucker, tomtit, or any 
other inscctiverous bird; and each-and 
every person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be fined two dollars 
for each and every bird proved to have 
been shot, killed or in any viy taken, 
trapped, geuga: or destroyed by him. 

© person shall at any time wilfally 
destroy, in Wicomico county, any 
or nest of any of the birds mentioned in 
sections 1 and 2, under a penalty of five 


dollars for each and every violation of 
this section.”

Fish Hatching Operations. 


The Salisbury fish hatching station is 
acenter of much activity these days 
under the management of Deputy Fish 
Commissioner W, F. Calloway and his 
assistant Captain Geo, W. Smith, They 
are conducting the station in a business 
like manner. 

The cold weather has made ripe shad 
scarce and it was only about ten days 
ago that suitable roe for propagation 
could be obtained. 

The first fry liberated from the Salis- 
bury station was a lot of 180,000 turned 
loose in the Manokin river below Prin- 
cess Anne Wednesday of last week and 
210,000 turned into the Wicomico at 
Salisbury the following day. A million 
and ahalf wasthe hatch ot the first 
week of the operations. This week the 
number will far exceed this, 

Mr, Calloway and his assistant are 
very deeply interested in the work aud 
take pleasure in explaining the opera- 
tions to visitors, who call in considera- 
ble nume ra. Captain Smith has had 
seventeen years experience in the hatch- 
ing of fry and was the first man in this 
county to propagate white perch.

One patient face of Christ by 
the hand of the artist will be more to 
your child than 50 sermons on forbear- 
ance. The art of the world is to be taken 
for Christ. What has become of Thor- 
waldsen's chisel and Ghirlandajo's cray- 
on? Captured for the truth. “There is 
none like that; give it me.” 


Christ's Social Position, 


So I remark it is with business acu- 
men and tact. When Christ was upon 
earth, the people that followed him for 
the most part had no social position. 
There was but one man naturally bril- 
liant in all the apostleship.

It what I have sald is true, then Christ 
is golng to gather up for himself out of 
this world everything that le worth any- 
thing, and there will be nothing but the 
scum left. We have been rebels, but a 
proclamation of amnesty goes forth now 
from the throne of God saying, “Whoso- 
ever will, let him come.” Howerer long 
you may have wandered, however great 
your crimes may have been, “whosoever 
will, let him come.“ Ob, that this hour 
1 could marshal all the world on the aide 
ot Christ! He is the best friend a man 
ever had. He isso kind, he 80 loving, s0 
sympathetic! I cannot see how you can 
stay away from bim. Come now and ac 
cept his mercy. Bebold him as he streteh- 
es out the arms of bis salvation, saying, 
“Look unto me, all ye ends of the earth, 
and be ye saved, for I am Gad.“ Make 
final choice now, You will either be wil- 
lows planted by the water courses or the 
chaff which the wind driveth away.

THE BACCALAUREATE SERMON. 


Rev. Charles A. Hill preached the 
baccalaureate sermon to the graduat- 
ing class last Sunday evening at As 
bury Methodist Ephospel Church. Mr. 
Hill was greeted with a largecongrega- 
tion, both the auditorium and lecture 
room of church being filled. A very 
able and appropriate sermon was 
preached from the text found in the 
twelfth verse of the fourth chapter of 
first Timothy, Let no man despise thy 
youth; but be thou an example of the 
believers, in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity.’’ 

Two very pretty anthems were rend. 
ered by the choir. 


Tte Cultivation Of Timber. 


A practical side of the forestry preser 
vation question is pointed out by Dr. 
W. Schlich, a forestry expert, in a re- 
eent address before the London Society 
of Arts, in which he predicts a positive 
timber famine in the near future unless 
some systematic efforts are made to in 
crease the world’s supply. Dr. schlich 
demonstrated that the use of wood, not 
withstanding its replacement by coal 
for fuel and steel for building material, 
was cors‘antly increasing; that the per 
capita consumption in the four princi- 
pal countries of Europe is now fourteen 
cubic feet a year and that, by reason of 
its use in paper making, it will probably 
reach twenty feet within afew years. 
In the meantime the supply is steadily 
diminishing instead of increasing, as is 
shown by the ever-ad vancing prices in 
spite of cheaper rates of transportation. 

Dr. Sohlich quoted from official re- 
ports to show that only five out of eigh 
teen European count. ies more 


lombar man they import, Scandinatur 


and Russia being in the lead. The limit 
of produetion in the former saems to 
have been reached, and while Russia 
still has large forests her dcmestic de- 
mands are rapidly increasing and will 
soon exclude her from the foreign mar- 
kets. In North America the supplies 
are visibly declining. China has no 
timber now to spare and will be an im- 
porter rather than an exporter when the 
country is developed according to mod. 
ern ideas, as now seems probable. Only 
the rest of Asia, South America and 
Africa remain as sources of supply. 
These countries, however, do not fur- 
nish, even now, any considerable sup- 
ply of coniferous woods, which are 
most in demand, and Dr. Schlich there- 
fore concludes that there is practically 
a shortage already in this kind of wood, 
which wi'l ba followed by a like short- 
age in all varieties unless remedial 
measures are soon adopted 

If these statments are true, and there 
is no occasion to doubt them, it stands 
to rearon that the country which first 
shows its appreciation of the situation by 
making practical provision to meet it 
will be the country which will reap the 
greatest reward for its forehandedness, 
Wood is an absolutely nec:ssary com- 
modity and the scarcer it becomes the 
higher the prices will go. 

Having thus diagnosed the disease, 
Dr. Schlich prescribes the remedy. It 
is to cultivate timber on the waste lands 
just as other crops are; cultivated on 
more fertile s.il, There are thousands 
of acres of such land in Maryland and 
many millions of them in the United 
States which are bringing in no returns 
at presentand promising nothing for 
the future. The same land eet in tim- 
ber now would be more, infinitely more, 
valuable for its product alone in the 
course of a generation than the land 
without it would ever be, and while it 
is yet growing for the market it would 
be of infinite indirect value in prevent- 
ing the terrible floods, accompanied by 
heavy money loss. -Balto Evening News.

ture, he warmly espoused the caua of 
the American colonies in the contror- 
ersy with the mother country and rend 
ered efficient service in that behalf in- 
the halis of legislation and the tented 
field. He supported the revolutions 
against the Boston port bill passed by 
the house in 1774: and upon the disso- 
lution of the legislature by Lord Dun 
more, he was one of the 87 members, 
who formed an association, which, 
amoug other things, recommended the 
appointment of delegates from the sev- 
eral colonies to meet in a general Con 
gress, 

He was a member ef the firat conven 
tion which metat Williamsburg in Au 
gust, 1774. In1775 he was Sppoinssd 
colonel of 2nd of the three Virginia 
regimen s, ordered to be raised, a posi 
tion which he resigned upon being 
elected a delegate to the Contiental Con- 
gress In the deliberations of this body 
| he took a conspicuous pert and signed 
the declaration of the 4th of July, 1776. 
In May, 1777, he was obliged by an in 
disposition affecting his head to resign 
his seat in Congr: ss; but soon sfter, in 
response to an appeal from Congress, 
he raised a troop of cavalry with which 
he repaired to Philadelphia. The dan- 
ger apprehended from Admiral Howes* 
ex ition having been averted, his 
corps was disbanded.

A ORANGPS IN MARTLAND. 


Agricultural Department Conducting Im- 
portant Experiments. 


Farmers of Maryland will be nter:st- 
ed in ceriain experiments which are 
being conducted by the Agricultureal 
Department in the culture of oranges 
Heretofore this has been considered a 
semi-tropical fruit and far too delicate 
to be raised even in tle southern part 
of the temperate zone ‘Ihe study of 
the flora o: Japan which the Depurt 
ment has conducted has led to the dis 
covery ofa kind of orange tree that 
can stand severe winters without dan- 
ger of being killed by the frost. Five 
years ago the first experiments were 
begun with a Japanese orange which 
is extensively und im making hedges. 
It has all the characteristics of the 
orange tree, blossoming most beauti 
fully, but bearing no fruit to speak of. 
Later the sweet orange was grafted up- 
en the hardier stock, and the cross 
produced trees that have proyed ca- 
pable of standing the winters and of 
bearing Truit that is palatable. 

Several trecs are now blossoming in 
the gardens of the Agricultural De- 
partment. Later further grafting will 
be done to improve the flavor cf the 
fruit, and eventually it is hoped to 
produce a tree which can be protitabl 
planted in this section. Should thie 
year's yield come up to expectations, 
the Department will send experi nental 
slips to Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
A great deal of interest has been taken 
inthe experiments by farmers of ad- 
vanced methods, and they have signi- 
fled a desire to enter the new field as 
soon as possible.

handsome statuary; it isso named be 
cause that Russian monarch laid the 
cornerstone during the presidency of 
Carnot. Next in order was the famous 
cemetery of Pere Lachaise where rest 
the bodies of Abelard and Heboiee. 
Abelard was a famous French scholar 
and gave up his family inheritance to 
his brothers in order that he might go 
to Paris to satisfy his thirst for know 
ledge. He afterwards established a 
school there and so famous did he be 
come that other teachers lost all their 
pupile. He fell very much in love with 
Heloise one of his pupils but marria 
would hinder his advancement in h 
church so they were married secretly. 
It was afterwards found out and they 
separated, he becoming a monk and she 
a nun. He died first and hia bod 
found a resting place finally in this 
cemetery by her direction. When she 
died her body was br his side, 
The figure of Abelard reclining ona 
marble slab, a figure ot Heloise stand- 
ing by his’side marke their last resting 
place. The cemetery derives ite name 
from Picrre Lachaise a pure, pious Jes 
uit priest, father confessor to Louis XTV 
which position he held for 34 years. 

This cemetery is worthy ofa much 
lon ter visit than we were allowed to | 
make. All of the bodies are buried in | 
vaults which are built to resemble 
amal hou.cs and are quite tell enough 
for any one to stand ereot, the front is 
usually closed by an iron railing or 
gate and back of this in many of them 
is an altar on which stands the crucifix 
and candles and there is also a chair 
showing that the mourners often come 
there to worship. There may be many 
buried here whose graves are anmark- 
ed for at the end of the maig avenue Is | 
a beautiful group of figures represent 
ing death as it comes to all the young 
and old alike. Below itis an inecrip 
tion dedicating it to all the brave dead 
of France. Every vanit was ornamen- 
ted with an artificial wreath or cross 
like thore we had noticed elsewhere, or 
had a bouquet of natural flowers on the 
alter

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WASHINGTON, May 12.—In this discourse 
Dr. Talmage tirges all Christian workers 
to increased fidelity and showa bow much 
effort at doing good fails through lack of 
adroitness; text, Genesis x, 9, “He was 
a mighty hunter before the Lord.” 


In our day hunting is a sport, but in the 
lands and the times Infested of wild 
beasts it was a matter of life or death 
with the people. It was very different 
from going out on a sunshiny afternoon 
with a patent breechloader to shoot reed- 
birds on the flats, when Pollux and 
Achilles and Diomedes went out to clear 
the land of lions and panthers and bears. 
Xenophon grew eloquent in regard to 
the art of hunting. In the far east peo- 
ple, elephant mounted, chased the tiger. 
Francis I was called the father of hunt- 
ing. And Moses, in my text, sets forth 
Nimrod as a hero, when it presents him 
with broad shoulders and shaggy apparel 
and sun browned face and arm bunched 
with muscle, “a mighty hanter before the 
Lord.” I think he used the bow and the 
arrows with great success practicing 
archery. 

I have thought it it is such a grand 
thing and such a brave thing to clear wild 
beasts out of a country if it is not a bet- 
ter and braver thing to hunt down and 
destroy those great evils of society that 
are stalking the land with fierce eye and 
bloody paw and sharp tusk and quick 
spring. I have wondered if there fs not 
such a thing as gospel archery, by which 
those who have been flying from the 
truth may be captured for God and 
heaven. The Lord Jesus in his sermon 
used the art of angling for an illustration 
when he said, “I will make you fishers of 
men.” And so I think I have authority 
for using hunting as an illustration of 
gospel truth, and I pray God that there 
may be many a man enlisted in the work 
who shall begin to study gospel archery 
of whom it may after awhile be said, 
“He was a mighty hunter before the 
Lord.” 

How much awkward Christian work 
there Is done in the world! How many 
good people there are who drive souls 
away from Christ instead of bringing 
them to him! All their fingers are 
thumbs—religious blunderers who upset 
more than they right. Their gun has a 
crooked barrel and kicks as it goes off. 
They are like a clumsy comrade who 
goes along with skillful hunters. At the 
very moment he ought to be most quiet 
he is crackling an alder or falling over 
a log and frightening away the game. 
How few Christian pcople have ever 
learned how the Lord Jesus Christ at the 
well went from talking about a cup of 
water to the most practical religious 
truths, which won the woman's soul for 
God! Jesus in the wilderness was break- 
ing bread to the people. I think it was 
very good bread. It was very light 
bread, and the yeast bad done its work 
thoroughly. Christ, after be had broken 
the bread, said to the people, “Beware 
of the yenst or of the leaven of the 
Pharisees.” So natural a transition it 
was nnd how easily they all understood 
him! But bow few Christian people there 
are who understand how to fasten the 
truths of God and religion to the souls 
of men! 

The archers of olden time studied thelr 
art. They were very precise in the mat- 
ter. The old books gare special direc- 
tions as to how an archer should go and 
as to what an archer should do. He 
must stand erect and firm, bis iwit foot 
a little in advance of the right foot. 
With his left hand be must take bold 
of the bow in the middle, and then with 
the three fingers and the thamb of his 
right haud he should lay bold the arrow 
and affix it to the string—so precise was 
the direction given. But how clumsy we 
are about religious work! How little 
skill and care we exercise! Elow often 
our arrows miss the mark! I am glad 
tbat there are institutions established 
lo many cities of our land where men 
may learn the art of doing good—study- 
ing spiritual archery and become known 
as “mighty bunters before the Lord!” 

In the first place, if you want to be ef- 
fectual in dolag good you must be very 
sure of your weapon. There was some- 
thing very fascinating about the archery 
of olden times. L’erhaps you do not kuow 
what they could do with the bow aod ar- 
row. Why, the chief battles fought by 
the English Plantagenets were with the 
longbow. They would take the arrow of 
polished wood and feather it with the 
plume of a Mrd, and then it would fly 
from the bowstring of plaited silk. The 
bloody flelds of Agincourt and Solway 
Moss and Neville's Cross heard the loud 
thrum of the archer's bowstring. Now, 
my Christian friends, we have a mightier 
weapon than that. It is the arrow of the 
Gospel; it is a sharp arrow; it is a 
straight arrow; It is feathered from the 
wing of the dove of God's spirit; it fies 
from a bow made out of the wood of the 
cross. As far as l can estimate or caleu- 
late, it has brought down 400,000,000 of 
souls. Paul knew how to bring the notch 
of that arrow on to the bowstring, and 
its whir was heard through the Corin 
thian theaters and through the courtroom 
until the knees of Feliz knocked together 
It was that arrow that stuck lo Luther's 
heart when he cried out: “Oh, my sins! 
Oh, my sins!” It it strike a man Io the 
head, it kills his skepticism: If it strike 
him io the heel, it will turn bis step: if it 
strike bim in the heart, he throws up his 
bands, as did one of old when wounded Ip 
the battle, erying, “O Galilean, thou bast 
conquered!" - 

In the armory of the Earl of Pem- 
broke there aro old corselets which show 
that the arrow of the English used to go 
through the breastplate, through the body 
of the warrior and out through the back- 
plate. What a symbol of that gospel 
which le sharper than a two edged sword, 
piercing to the dividing asunder, of soul 
and body and of the jointe etd marrow! 
Would. to God we had more faith tn rhat 
gospel! The bumblest wan in the world, 
if he bad enough faith in it, could bring 
a buodred souls to Christ—perhaps 800. 
Just in proportion as this age seems to 
belleve lesa and less in it, 1 -belleve more 
and more in it. What are mès aboot that 


they will pot accept their own deliver- 
ance? There is nothing proposed by 
men that can do anything lke this gospel, 

The religion of Kalph Waldo. Emere-n 
Was the philosophy of icicles; the religion 
of Theodore Parker was a sirocco of the 
desert, covering up the soul with dry 
sand; the religion of Renan was the ro- 
mance of believing almost nothing; the 
teligion of the Huxleys and the Spencers 
is merely a pedestal on which human phi- 
losophy sits shivering lu the night of the 
soul, looklug up to the stars, offering no 
help to the nations that crouch and groan 
at the base. Tell me where there is one 
man who bas rejected that gospel for an- 
other who is thorouglily satisfied and 
helped and contented iu his skepticism 
and I will take the car tomorrow and ride 
500 miles to see him. The full power of 
the gospel has not yet been touched. As 
a sportsman throws up his hand and 
catches the ball fying through the air, 
just so ene will this gospe! aftet awhile 
catch this round world flying from its or- 
bit and bring it back to the heart of 
Christ. Give it full ewing, and it will 
pardon every sin, heal every wound, cure 
every trouble, emancipate every slave and 
ransom every nation. Ye Christian men 
and women who go out this afternoon to 
do Christian work, as you go into the 
Sunday sehools, and the lay preaching 
stations, and the penitentiaries, and the 
asylums, I want you to feel that you bear 
in your hand a weñpon compared with 
which the lightning bas no speed and 
avalanches hare no heft and the thunder- 
bolts of heaven have no power; it is the 
arrow of the omnipotent gospel. Take 
careful alm! Pull the arrow clear back 
until the head strikes the bow! Then let 
it fy. And may the slain of the Lord be 
many. 

Again, if you want to be skillful in 
spiritual archery you must hunt in un- 
frequented and secluded places. 
does the hunter go three or four days in 
the Pennyylvania forests or over Ra- 
quette lake into the wilds of the Aron 
dacks? It is the only way to do. The 
deer are shy, and one “bang” of the gun 
clears the forest. From the California 
stage ygu see, as you go over the plains, 
here afſd there a coyote trotting along al- 
most within range of the gun—somcetimes 
quite within range of it. No one cares 
for that. It is worthless. The good 
game is hidden and secluded. Every 
hunter knows that. So many of the souls 
that will be of most worth for Christ and 
of most value to the church are secluded, 
They do not come in our way. You will 
have to go where they are. Yonder they 
are down in that cellar. Yonder they 
are up in that garret—far away from the 
door of any church. The gospel arrow 
has not been pointed at them. The tract 
distributer and the city missionary somè- 
times just catch a glimpse of them, as a 
hunter through the trees gets a momen 
tary sigbt of a partridge or roebuck. The 
trouble is we are waiting for the game to 
come to us. We are not good hunters. 
We are standing on some street or road 
expecting that the timid antelope will 
come up and eat out of our band. We 
are expecting that the prairie fow! will 
light on our church steeple. It is not 
their babit. If the church should wait 
10,000,000 of years for the world to come 
in and be saved, it will wait in vain. The 
world will not come, 

What the church wants now Is to lifi 
its feet from damask “dttomans and put 
them in the stirrups. The church wants 
not so much cushions as it wants saddle- 
bags and arrows. We bate got to put 
aside the gown and the kid gloves and 
put on tbe hunting shirt. We want a 
pulpit ou wheels, We hare been fishltg 
so long in the brooks that ruo under the 
shadow of the church thut the tab know 
us, and they avoid the hook aod escape as 

soon as We come to the bank, while you 
der ls Upper Saranac aod Big Tupper's 
lake, where the first swing of the gospel 
net would break it for the multitude of 
the fishes. There is outside work to be 
done. What is it that I see lu the back- 
woods? It ls a tent. The hunters bave 
made a clearing and camped out. What 
do they care if they have wet feet or H 
they bave nothing but a pine brauch for 
a pillow or for the northenst storm? Ife 
moose In the darkness steps into the lake 
to drink, they hear it right away. If a 
loon cry in the midnight, they bear it. So 
in the service of God we have exposed 
work, We bare got to camp oùt aad 
rough It. We are putting all our care on 
the comparatively few people who go to 
church. What are we dolog for the mil 
Hons who do not come? Have they no 
souls? Are they sinleas that they need 
no pardon? Are there no dead lo thelr 
houses that they need no comfort? Ar 
they cut off from God to go into eternity, 
no wing to bear them, no light to chee 
them, no welcome to greet them? | beni 
today surging up from that lower depth 
of our cities a groan that comes through 
our Christian assemblages and through 
our beautiful churches, and it blots ont 
all this scene from my eyes today, as by 
the mists of a great Niagara, for the dush 
and the plunge of these great torrente ot 
life dropping Jown into the fathomiensand 
thundering abysm of auffering and woe. 1 
sometimes think that Jon as God blotted 
out the churches of atira and Corinth 
aud Laodicea because of their sloth and 
stolidity be will blot out American sod 
English Christianity and raise on -thè 
volos a stalwart, wide awake missiooaty 
church that can take the full meaning ot 
that command: “Go ye Into all the wortd 
and preach the gospel to every creature. 
He that belleveth and le baptized shall 
bo sared, but be that believeth not shal! 
be damned"—a command, you see, pane 
toated with a throne of hearen ani e 
dungeon of hell, 

I remark, further, If you want to suo 
ceed in spiritual archery you must have 
cournge, Ifthe hunter stands with trem 
bling band or shoulder that @loches with 
fear, Instead of bis taking the cata 
mount the catamount takes him.

Oh, to attack this great monster ot in- 
temperance and the kindred monsters of 
frand and uncleanness requires you to 
rally all your Christian courage, Through 
the press, through the pulpit, through the 
platform vou, must assuult it. Would to 
God that all opr American Christians 
would band together, not for crack brain- 
ed fanaticism, but for holy Christian re- 
form! I think it was in 1793 that there 
went out from Lucknow, India, under the 
sovereign, the greatest hunting party that 
was ever projected, There were 10,000 
armed men in that hunting party. There 
were camels and horses and elephants, 
On some princes rode and royal ladies un- 
der exquisite housings, and 600 coolies 
waited upon the train, and the desolate 
places of India were invaded by this ex- 
cursion, and the rhinoceros and deer and 
elephant fell under the stroke of the sa- 
ber and bullet. After awhile the party 
brought back trophies worth 50,000 ru- 
pees, having left the wilderness of India 
ghastly with the slain bodies of wild 
beasts. Would to God that instead of 
here and there a straggler going out to 
fight these great monsters of iniquity in 
our country the millions of membership 
of our churches would band together and 
hew in twain these great crimes that 
make the land frightful with their roar 
and are fattening upon the bodies and 
souls of immortal men! Who is ready 
for such a party as that? Who will be a 
mighty hunter for the Lord?

Most of 
the caterpillars were hairy and many of | 
them bel to a genus that lives in | 
colonies and feeds on the leaves of trees. | 
including the apple tree. The beetles 
were — click beetles and weevils, 

with a few May beetles. 

Of the yellow-billed cuckoo, 100 stom- 
achs (collected from May to October, 
inclusive) were examined. The contents 
consisted of 1,865 caterpillars, 93 best- 
les, 242 grass N sawflies, 69 
buge, 6 fl and spiders. Most of 
the caterpillars belonged to hairy spe- 
cies and many of them were of large 
sizə, One stomach containe } 250 Amer- 
ican tent caterpillars; another 217 fal! 
webworme, The sawflies were in the 
larval stage, in which they resemble 
caterpillars so closely that they are 
commonly called false caterpillars.

Like the downy and hai 
woodpeckerr, they eat wood boring 
grubs and ants, but the number of ants 
eaten is much greater, Two of the 
flickers’ stomachs examined were com 
pletely filled with ants, each stomach 
containing more than 8,000 individuals, 
These ants belonged to species which 
live in the ground. and it is these in- 
sects for which the flicker is searchin 
when running about im the 

though some grasshoppers are also tak- 
en. 


Tho King Bird rue king bird mani- 
fests its presence in many ways. It is 
somewhat boisterous and obtrasive, 
and its antipathy for hawks and crows 
is wellknown. It never hesitates to 
give battle to any of these marauders 
no matter how superior in size, and 
for this reason a family of king birds 
is a desirable adjunct to a ultry 
yard. The chief complaint against the 
king bird is that it preys largely upon 
honeybees, The Biological Sarvey Les 
made an examination of 281 stomachs 
collected in various parts of the 
country, but found only 14 containi 
remains of honeybees. In these 14 
stomachs there were in all 50 honey- 
bees, of which 40 were drones, four were 
certainly workera, and the remaining 
six were too badly broken to be identi- 
fled as to sex. 

Ins2cts that com titute the great bulk 
of the food of this bird are noxious 
species, largely beetles—May beetles, 
click beetles (the larrw of which are 
known as wire worms, weevils, which 
prey upon fruit and grain, and a host 
of othera, 

Three points seem to be clearl es 
tablished in regard to the fooi of 5 
king bird: (1) taat about 90 per cert 
consists of insects, mostly injurious 
species; (2) that the alleged habit of 
bre ing upon homeybees is much less 
prevalent than has been supposed, and 
probably does not result in any great 
damage; and (8) that the vegetable 
food consists almost entirely of wild 
fruits Which have no economic value, 
These facts, (aken in connection with 
ita well known enmity for hawks and 
crows, entitle the king bird to a place 
among the most desirable birds of the 
orchard or garden, 

The Phobe— The phabe subsists al 
most preps upon insects, most of 
which are caught upon the wing. An 
examination of 80 stomachs showed that 
over 03 per cent of the year’s food con- 
siste of insects and spiders, while wild 


insects belong chiefly; 
andinclude many cl 
beetles and weevils, 
There is hardly a more useful species | 
than the phwbe about the farm, and it 
should receive every encouragement. 
These facts should prove most Cou-

„ MENHADEN FISHING, 


Ingen eee Ove ote Many | 


of Chesapeake Wealth, 
MONEY MADE BY THOSE IN THE 
BUSINESS. 


The Easton Ledger publishes the 
following account, of the Mdhhaden 
fisheries of the Chesapeake; 

Preparations for the annual chase of 
the oily and noisome menhaden have 
been under way for somé time, and 
nearly a thousand of the fishermen of 
the Cheeakeake will be engaged in this 
en this ocoupation for the next séven 
menths. The fishing is done by a 
core or more of steamers of the Chesa 
peake built especially for the purpose. 
They are long powerful boats with deep 
holds, and their superstructures and 
engines are placed as far aft as possi- 
ble. This brings the flaring bows up 
out of the water until they look as 
though they were about to rise and point 
directly toward the zenith. In the for- 
ward part of each boat is a stout mast 
equipped with a derrick, and at the top 
of the mast is a crow’s nest, which 
suggests the new Bedford whaler. This 
crow’s nest is built for occupation by a 
lookout, whcse duty it is to locate 
schools of fish and to ascertain the di- 
rection in which they are moving. 

The industry of catching the menha 
den and “trying out’’ the oil has grown 
to considerable proportions in the Chesa- 
peake Bay, and it is important industry 
all along the coast from this latitude to 
that of Maine, being especially thriving 
on the eastern shore of Long Island. 
Menhaden are also called ‘‘headheads”’ 
and ‘‘mossbunkers,” the latter name 
being the mostcommon. “Greénbacks’’ 
and “bony fish” are also the names by 
which they are known to the fishermen 
of the Jersey Coast. They belong 
to the herring family and resemble the 
common herring in some of their char- 
acteristics They swim in immense 
shoals, often covering the water as far 
as the eye can reach. Sharks and blue 
fish are their natural enemies, and they 
are chased in shore so far, sometimes, 
that they leap on the beaches by theus 

ands, trying to cscape from the savage 
rushes of their destroyers, for the men- 
haden has no way of protecting himself 
except by flight. Few things areso much 
to the taste of the bluefish as menhaden 
and they destroy vest quantities of them. 
Bluefish are the most wasteful and wan. 
ton of all the denizens of the deep, and 
after they have cut up a school of bunk- 
ers” the sea will sometimes be covered 
for miles around with the bodies of the 
dead fish, The bluefish will take a 
single bite out of the menhaden, thereby 
killing it, and then will go after anoth- 
er. A few hundred bluefish will destroy 
thousands of the wéaker fish before 
their appetites are satisfied. 
PECULIAR CHARACTERISTICS. 

The school of menhaden looks unlike 
a school of any other fish, and the prac- 
ticed eye can detect them a long way 
off. They swim so near the surface of 
the water that their dorsal fins and half 
of their tails stick out of the water, an I, 
as the tails havea yellow tinge, the 
water seems to be ef that color as far 
as the eye can reach. They do not 
swim steadily ahead, as other fish do. 
Individuals in the school are constantly 
working up and down with a curious 
vibratory motion, so that the water 
Over the schoo! is kept in a ripple, like 
the water in a shallow stream when it 
meets with an obstruction. 

The menhaden do not break from 
the surface, nor is there the flashing of 
silvery sides that is seen when a school 
of food fish swims near the surface, 
They do not indulge in any antics until 
the bluefish® attack them, ‘Jhen the 
spectacle would bea grand one if it 
were not so warteful The big fish 
hunt the menhaden aya pack of dogs 
hunt prey. They surroand them with 
a wide circle, and then close in on them 
with fierce rushes, The menhaien leap 
desperately in all directions in their 
efforts to escape, and the sea is ham- 
mered into foam. For acres the water 
is white with the splashing of the bunt- 
ed fish, Among the leaping bunkers 
flash the bodies of the piratical and 
merciless bluetish. They leap straight 
up in the air with the agility of athletes, 
and often seize a bunker five or six feet 
above the surface of the water, Then 
they (urn a somersault and shoot down 
into the water to begin over again.

den factories are generally located as | 


far from settlements as posrible, and 
when a factory is once comfortably in 
operation no self-rerpecting settlement 
would come anywhere near it. Most of 
the work uf unloading the vessels is 
done at night, and for a man with so 
bad a cold that he has lost the sense of 
smell the sight is a most picturesque 
one. A big bucket is lowered into the 
hold, where colored men, who have 
frankly discarded all vestiges of cloth- 
ing, load it up with shovels, singing all 
the time. Another colored man stands 
aloft, and gives the word to haul up 
when the bucket is full. That is to say, 
he could give the word, but he prefers 
to set it to music, and so he sings a 
chant something like this; She's ma a- 
all full; you can let her coue up," 
which is pretty, but not economical of 
time or wind. 
GETTING THE OIL OUT 


The buck t dumps the masses of fish 
into a big machine that yrinds it up, 
and out of this it goes into tig vate, 
where a great deal of the oil i+ builed 
out, and here ogain a man with a nose 
is at a disadvantage. The mass is tl en 
put into a great press, where every drep 
of oil is equecz*d out, The residue is 
dried and sold for fertilizer. Passeng- 
ers on trains that go through a farming 
country near the sea often notice a 
queer phosphorescence playing over the 
tie'ds. Thisis caused by the decom- 
posed fish plowed into the soll. Besides 
the freshness which it imparts to the 
soil, it also lends a flavor to the atmos 
phere which makes that part of the 
country one to be avoided if pose ble. 

Menhaden oil is used principally in 
leather dresing, and to a certain ex- 
tent in rope- making and painting. If 
the yield of oil is large the profits are 
good, but the sale of refuse, or ‘ fish- 
scrap,” as it is called for fertilizer 
would hardly pay the cost of catching 
the fish. 

In the spring the menbaden appear 
first in Northern waters. The Chesa- 
peake fleet begins operations about 
May 1, in the neighborhood of the Del- 
aware Capes, and follows the migrating 
fish as they go South.

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WaSnixorox, May 19.—This discourse 
of Dr. Talmage is in accord with all inno- 
cent hilarities, while it reprehends amuse- 
ments that belittle or deprave; text, IT 
Samuel ii, 14, “Let the young men now 
arise and play before us.” 

There are two armies encamped by the 
pool of Gibeon. The time hangs héavily 
on their hands. One army proposes a 
game of sword fencing. Nothing could 
be more healthful and innocent, The 


| other army accepts the challenge. Twelve 


men against 12 men, the sport opens. But 
something went adversely. Perhaps one 
of the swordsmen got an unlucky clip or 
in some way had his ire aroused and 
that which opened in sportfulness ended 
in violence, each one taking his con- 
testant by the hair and with the sword 
thrusting him in the side, so that that 
which opened in innocent fun ended in 
the massacre of all the 24 sportsmen. 
Was there ever a better illustration of 
what was true then and is true now.-that 
that which is innocent may be nade 
destructive? 

What of a worldly nature is more im- 
portant and strengthening and innocent 
than amusement, and yet what has count- 
ed more victims? I have no sympathy 
with a straitjacket religion. This ts a 
very bright werld to me, and I propose 
to do all I can to make it bright for oth- 
ers. I never could keep step to a dead 
march. A book years ago issued, says 
that a Christian man has a right to some 
amusements, For instance, if he comes 
home at night weary from his work and, 
feeling the need of recreation, puts on 
his slippers and goes Into his garref and 
walks lively round the floor several times 
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there can be no harm in it, I believe the 
church of God made a great mistake in | 
trying to suppress the sportfulness of 
youth and drive out from men their love 
of amusement. If God ever implanted 
anything in us, he implanted this desire. 
But instead of providing for this demand 
of our nature the church of God has for 
the main part ignored it. As in a riot the 
mayor plants a battery at the end of the 
street and hus it fired off, so that every- 
thing is cut down that happens to stand 
in the range, the good as well as the bad, 
so there are men in the church who 
plant their batteries of @ondemnation and 
fire away indiscriminately, Everything 
is condemned. But Paul the apostle com- 
mends those who use the world without 
abusing it, and in the natural world God 
has done everything to please abd amuse 
us. In poetic figure we sometimes speak 
of natural objects as being in pain, but it 


is a mere fancy. Poets say the clouds 
weep, but they never yet shed a tear, and 
that the winds sigh, but they never did 
have any trouble, and that the storm 
howls, but it never Jost its temper. The 
world is n rose and the universe a gar- 
land. 

And I am glad to know that in all our 
cities there are plenty of places where we 
may find elevated moral entertainment. 
But all bonest men and good women will 
agree with me in the statement that one 


of the worst things in these cities is 
corrupt amusement. Muldtudes bave 
gone down under the blasting influence 
never to risa It we may judge of what Is 
going on in many of the places of amuse- 
ment by the pictures on board fences and 
in many of the show windows, there is 
hot a much lower depth of profligacy to 
reach. At Naples, Italy, they keep such 
pictures locked up from indiscriminate 
inspection. Those pictures were exhum- 
ed from Pompeii and are not fit tor pub- 
lie gaze. If the effrontery of bad places 
of amusement in hanging out improper 
advertisements of what they are doing 
night by sight grows worse jo the same 
proportion, in 50 years some of aur mob 
ern cities will beat Pompeii, 
Find Out For Yourselves, 


} project certain principles by which 
you may judge in regard to any amusé- 
ment or recreation, finding out for your- 
selt whether it is right or wrong. 

I remark, in the first place, that you | 
can judge of the moral character of any 
Amusement by its healthful result or by 
its baleful reaction. ‘There are people 
who scem made up of bard facts. They 
are a combination of multiplication tables 
and statistics, If you show them an ex- 
quisite picture they will begin to discuss 
the pigments involved in the coloring. 
If you show them a beautiful rose they 
will submit it to a botanical analysis, 
which is only the post mortem examina- 
tion of a flower. They bave no rebound 
in their nature. They never do anything 
more than smile. ‘There are no great 
tides of feeling surging up from the 
depths of their soul in billow after bil- 
low of reverberating laughter. They 
seem as if nature bad built them by con- 
tract and made a bungling job out of it. 
But, blessed be God, there are people In 
the world who have bright faces aod 
whose life is a song, an anthem, a pwno 
of victory, Even their troubles are like 
the vines that crawt up the side of a 
great tower on the top of which the sun- 
light sits aud the soft airs of summer 
hold perpetual carnival. They are the 
peoplo you like to have come to your 
house; they are people I like to have 
come to my house. It you but touch the 
dem of their garments you are healed. 

Now, it is these exhilarant and sympa- 
thetic and warm hearted people thut are 
most tempted to pernicious amusements. 
In proportion as a ship is swift it wants 
a strong helmaman, in proportion as a 
horse is gay it wants a stout driver, and 
these people of exuberant nature will do 
well to look at the reaction of all their 
amusements. If an amusement sends you 
home at night nervous, so that you cun- 
bot sleep, and you rise up lu the morn- 
ing not because you are slept out, but 
because your duty drags you from your 
slumbers, you have been where you ought 
not to have been. There are amusements 
that send a man next to hia work 
with bis Ges bloodshot, Ing, stupid, 
na uson ted, they are 
amusement. bre en 
that give a man disgust ve tbe 
ery of life, with sools 
not swords, with working sprone” 

Gre not robes, with cattle because 
they are vot \ofuriated balls of the arena. 
any amusement sends you bome 
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ier, 


they are, 


Ing for a life of romance and thrilling ad- 
venture, love that takes poison and shoots 
itself, moonlight adventures and hair- 
breadth escapes, you may depend upon 
it that you are the sacrificed victim of 
unsanctified pleasure. Our recreations 
are intended to build us up, and if they 
pull us down, as to our moral or as to 
our physica) strength yon may come to 
the conclusion that they are obnoxious. 

There is nothing more depraving than 
attendance upon amusements that are 
full of innuendo and low suggestion. The 
young man enters, At first he sits far 
back, with his hat on and his coat collar 
up, fearful that somebody there may 
know him. Several nights puss on. He 
takes off his hat earlier and puts his coat 
collar down. The blush that Grst came 
into his cheek when anything indecent 
was enacted comes no more to his cheek. 
Farewell, young man! You have proba- 
Bly started on the long road which ends 
in consummate destruction. The stars 
of hope will go ont one by one, until you 
will be left in utter darkness. Wear you 
not the rush ot the maelstrom, in whose 
outer circle sour boat now dances, mak- 
ing merry with the whirling waters? But 
you are being drawn in, and the gentle 
motion will become terrific agitation. 
You cry for help. In vain! You pull at 
the oar to put you buck, but the struggle 
will not avall! You will be tossed and 
dashed and shipwrecked and swallowed 
in the whirlpool that has already crushed 
in its wrath 10,000 holks, Young men 
who have just come from country resi- 
dente to city residence will do well to be 
on guard and fet no one induce them to 
places of improper amusement. It is 
mightily alluring when a young man, long 
a citig@n, offers to show a newcomer all 
around. 

Live Within Your Means. 

Still further, those amusements’ are 
wrong Which lead you into expenditure 
beyond your means. Money spent in rec- 
reation is not thrown away. It is all fol- 
ly for us to come from n place of amuse 
ment feeling that we have wasted our 
money and time, You may by it have 
made an investment worth more than the 
transaction that yielded you hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. But how many 
properties have been riddled by costly 
amusements, 

The first time I ever saw the city—it 
was the city of Philadelpbia—I was a 
mere lad, I stopped at a hotel, and 1 
remember la the eventide one of these 
men plied me with his infernal art. He 
saw | was green. He wanted to show 
me the sights of the town. He painted 
the path of sin until it looked like emor- 
ald; but I was afraid of him. I shoved 
back from the basilisk—I made up my 
mind he was a basilisk. I remember bow 
he wheeled bis chair round in front of 
me and, with a concentered and gia- 
bolical effort, attempted to destroy my 
soul, but there were good angels in the 
air that night.

of coming disaster they cry out, “Who 
cares!” and to the counsel of some Chris- 
tian friend, “Who are von!“ 

Tissing along the street some night you 
hear a shriek in a grogshop, the rattle of 
the watchman’s club, the rush of the po- 
lice. What is the matter now? Oh, this 
reckless young man has been killed in a 
grogshop fight. Carry him home to his 
father’s house. Parents will come down 
and wash his wounds and close his eyes 
in denth. They forgive him all he ever 
cid, although he cannot in his silence ask 
it. The prodigal has got home at’ last. 
Mother will go to her little garden and 
get the sweetest flowers and twist them 
into a chaplet for the silent heart of the 
wayward boy and push back from the 
bloated brow the long locks that were 
once her pride. And the air will be rent 
with the agony. The great dramatist 
says, “How sharper than a Serpent's 
tooth it is to have a thankless child.“ 

I go further and say those are un- 
Christian amusements which become the 
chief business of a man’s lite. Life is an 
earnest thing, Whether we are borp in 
a palace or hovel, whether we are afl uent 
or pinched, we have to work. If you do 
not sweat with toil, you will sweat with 
disease. You have a soul that is to be 
transfigured amid the pomp of a judg- 
ment day, and after the sea has sung its 
last chant and the mountain shall have 
come down in an avalancheof rock you will 
live and think and act, high on a throne 
where seraphs sing or deep in n dungeon 
where demons howl. In a world whore 
there is so much to do for yourselves and 
sọ much to do for others God pity that 
man who has nothing to do. 

Sports a Means to an End,

They 
will despoil your nature. They will un- 
dermine your moral character. They 
will drop you when you are destroyed. 
They will not give one cent to support 
your children when you are dead. They 
will weep not one tear at your burial, 

l bad a friend in the west—a rare 
friend. He was one of the first to wel 
come me to my new home. To fine per- 
sonal appearance he added a generosity, 
frankness and ardor of nature that made 
me love him like a brother.

The next day was Sanday so our cal 
endar said, but we found it hard to re- 
aligo that fact. Our first thought was 
to visit some of the famous churches 
of the city and as webent our steps in 
search of one there was nothing about 
this day to distinguish it from the pre- 
ceding one; laborers were still at work 
upon the streets where we had seen 
them the day before, removing the 
wooden pavements and laying others; 
factories were running as usual and 
everything around spoke of a land 
where the Lord's day differs not from 
the other days ofthe week to the lab 
orer who must earn his bread by the 
sweat of his brow. 

The church of the Madeleine had 
been mentioned to us as well worth a 
visit because of its beautiful music so 
we started to find it and after walking 
for some time we at last found this im- 
posing structure, It is totally unlike a 
church being on the same order as the 
Pantheon we bad visited the day pre- 
vious, It isof the Greek style of ar- 
chitecture and is surrounded on all 
sides by massive columns, the front 
having adouble row. We entered with 
throng and were shown to seata by 
an usher. These seats consisted of two 
rows of what we know as flag-bottomed 
Chairs fastened back to back; the row 
facing the altar being higher than those 
behind which were used for kneeling, 
the top being finished with a broad alat 
where the prayer book could lie while 
the worshipper was kneeling. Thecon- 

gation wis well dressed as it should 
ave been, we having heard that here 
is where the elite and fashionable of 
Paria goto worship, It seemed to us 
that everyone must conduct his own 
method of worship for the crowd was 
constantly coming and going. Some 
kind of service was going on all the 
time but it seemed that the principal 
act in the drama was collecting money, 
for during the whole time we were there, 
there were three or four persons collect- 
ing all the time. The first one who 
came along was an old priest and with 
him a soldier, gendarne they say dress- 
ed in the Napoleonic costume, knee 
pants, cocked hat and a sword clanking 
at hisside, This priest collected 15 cen- 
tems or 3 cent in our money for the 
use ofthe chair. Thesoldier in church 
was a very singular spectacle to us, for 
our ideaof a house of worship isa 
peacefal one with none of the sugges- 
tions of war. These two, priest and 
soldier were constantly on the move, 
and scarcely would any one take his 
seat ere they were at his aide. 

The next was a man collecting mon- 
ey for the privilege of listening at the 
mus jo he said, but I pretended I could 
not understand him and he passed on, 
But in a little while an old woman 
came along and she was not 60 easily 
gotten rid of, and we had to pay her 
ten centimee, or two cents in our mon- 
ey, making 5 conta in all. This seems 
a very small amount but must not for- 
get that to a Frenchman one centime 
or one fifth of a cent is much more 
than a cent tous, and a franc, or 20 
centa is as great to them as a dollar to 
us. I believe had we stayed much 
longer we would have come to the 
same way of thinking, for in estimat- 
ing the value of an article we uncon- 
m Ber arsociated the franc and dol- 
lar, The service was like so much 
Greek to us, for with the alms taking, 
the coming and going it would have 
been well nigh im ble to follow the 
service had we been familiar with it 
At some part of, I do not know where 
we were silting, a man came by and 
sald something to us in French which 
I did not understand and as we did not 
move he seized me and the lady next 
tome very roughly by the arm and 
jerked us to our feet, This was a 
little too much for my American prin- 
ciples so in a few minutes I left not 
caring to receive any more French rude 
ness in what we thought was the 
Lord's house. We were completely at

Samuel ii, 14, “Let the young men now 
arise and play before us.” r 

There are two armies encamped by the 
pool of Gibeon. ‘The time hangs héavily 


on their hands. One army proposes a 
game of sword fencing. Nothing could 
be more healthful and innocent. The 
other army accepts the challenge. Twelve 
men against 12 men, the sport opens, But 
something went adversely. Perhaps one 
of the swordsmen got an unlucky clip or 
in some way had his ire aroused and 
that which opened in sportfulness ended 
in violence, each one taking his con- 
testant by the hair and with the sword 
thrusting him in the side, so that that 
which opened in innocent fan ended in 
the massacre of all the 24 sportsmen. 
Was there ever a better illustration. of 
what was true then and is true no W that 
that which is innocent may be mnde 
destructive? 

What of a worldly nature is more im- 
portant and strengthening and innocent 
than amusement, and get what has count 
ed more victims? I have no sympathy 
with a straitjacket religion. This fs a 
very bright world to me, and 1 propose 
to do all I can to make it bright for oth- 
ers. I never could keep step to a dead 
march. A book years ago issued, says 
that a Christian man has a to some 
amusements For instance, if he comes 
home at night weary from his work and, 
feeling the need of recreation, puts on 
his slippers and goes into his gerref and 
walks lively round the floor several times 
there can be no harm init. I believe the 
church of God made a great mistake in 
trying to suppress the sportfulness of 
youth and drive out from men their love | 
of amusement, If God ever implanted 
anything in us, he implanted this desire. 
Bot instead of providing for this demand 
of our nature the church-of God has for 
the main part ignored it. As in a riot the 
mayor plants a battery nt the end of the 


street and has it fired off, so that every- 
thing is cut down that happens to stand 
in the range, the good as well as the bad, 
so there are men in the church who 
plant their batteries of condemnation and 
fire away indiscriminately, Everything 
is condemned. But Paul the apostle com- 
mends those who use the world without 
abusing it, and in the natural world God 
has done everything to please and amase 
us, In poetic figure we sometimes speuk 
of natural objects as being in pain, bat it 
is a mere fancy. Poets say the clouds 
weep, but they never yet shed a tear, and 
that the winds sigh, but they never did 
have any trouble, and that the storm 
howls, but it never lost its temper, The 
world is a rose and the universe a gar- 
land. 

And I am glad to know that in all our 
cities there are plenty of places where we 
may find clevated moral entertainment. 
But all bonest men and good women will 
ngree with me in the statement that one 
of the worst things in these cities is 
corrupt amusement, Muldtndes Dave 
gone down under the blasting infucnce 
never to risa It we may judge of what is 
going on in many of the places of amuse- 
ment by the pictures on board fences and 
in many of the show windows, there is 
hot a much lower depth of profligacy to 
reach. At Naples, Italy, they keep such 
pictures locked up from indiscriminate 
inspection. ‘Those pictures were exhum- 
ed from Pompeil and are not fit. tor pub- 
lie gaze. If the effrontery of bad places 
of amusement in hanging out improper 
advertisements of what they are doing 
night by sight grows worse jo the ute 
proportion, fa 5O years some of our mob 
ern cities will beat Pompeii. 

Find Out For Yourselves, 

1 project certain principles by which 
you may judge in regard ta ang amus- 
ment or recreation, finding out for your- 
elt whether it Is right or wrong. 

I remark, in the first place, that you 
can judge of the moral character of any 
amusement by its healthful result or by 
its baleful renetion. There are people 
who scem made up of bard facts. They 
are a combination of multiplication tables 
and statistics, If you show them an ex- 
quisite picture they will begin to discuss 
the pigments Involved in the coloring. 
It you show them a beautiful rove they 
will submit it to a botanical analysis, 
which is only the post mortem ezamina- 
tion of a flower. They bave no rebound 
in their nature. They never do anything 
more than smile, There are no great 
tides of feeling surging up from the 
depths of their soul io billow after bil- 
low of reverberating laughter. They 
seem as if nature bad built them hy con- 
tract and made a bungling job out of It. 
But, blessed be God, there are people In 
the world who have bright faces amd 
whose life is a song, an anthem, a pwan 
of victory, Even their troubles are like 
the vines that crawt op the side of a 
great tower on the top of which the sup- 
light sits and the soft airs of summer 
hold perpetual carnival. They are the 
peoplo you like to have come to your 
house: they are people I like to have 
come to my house. If you but touch the 
hemi of their garments you are healed. 

Now, it is these exhilarant and sympa- 
thetie and warm hearted people that are 
most tempted to pernicious amusementa. 
In proportion as a ship ts swift it wants 
& strong helmaman, in proportion as a 
horte is gay it wants a stout driver, and 
these people of exuberant nature will do 
well to look at the reaction of all their 
amusements. It an amusement sends you 
home at night nervous, so that you can- 
bot sleep, and you rise op In the morm- 
Ing not because you are slept out, but 
because your duty drags you from your 
slumbers, you have been where you ought 
not to have been, There are amusements 
that send a man next to hia work 
With bis Ges bloodshot, Ing, stupid, 
na uson ted, they are 
a musement. ore 
that give a man disgust w 
ery of life, with 300 
not words, with working aprove treatise 
the} are pot robes, with cattle because 
Serran ce latest ied balls of the arena. 
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Ing for a life. of romance and thrilling ad- 
venture, love that takes poison and shoots 
itself, moonlight adventures and hair- 
breadth escapes, you may depend upon 
it that you are the sacrificed victim of 
unsanctified pleasure. Our recreations 
are intended to build us up, and if they 
pull us down as to our moral or as to 
our physical strength von may come to 
the conclusion that they are obnoxious, 

There is nothing more depraving than 
attendance upon amusements that are 
full of innuendo and low suggestion. The 
young man enters. At first he sits far 
back, with his hat on and his cont collar 
up, fearfal that somebody there may 
know him. Several nights puss on. He 
takes off his hat earlier and puts his coat 
collar down. The blush that first came 
into his cheek when anything indecent 
was enacted comes no more to his cheek. 
Farewell, young man! You have proba- 
bly started on the long road which ends 
in consummate destruction.

Tear you 
not the rush of the maelstrom, in whose 
outer circle sour boat now dances, mak- 
ing merry with the whirling waters? But 
you are being drawn in, and the gentle 
motion will become terrific agitation. 
You cry for help. In vain! You pull at 
the oar to put you back, but the struggle 
will not avall! You will be tossed and 
dashed and shipwrecked and swallowed 
in the whirlpool that has already crushed 
in its wrath 10,000 balks, Young men 
who haye just come from country resi- 
dence to city residence will do well to be 
on guard and fet no one induce them to 
places of impropér amusement. It is 
mightily alluring when a young man, long 
a citizen, offers to show a newcomer all 
around. 

Iive Within Your Means, 

Still further, those amusements’ are 
wrong Which lead you into expenditure 
beyond your means. Money spent in rec- 
reation is not thrown away. It is all fol- 
ly for us to come from a place of amuse- 
ment feeling that we have wasted our 
money and time, You may by it have 
made an investment worth more than the 
transaction that yielded you bundreds of 
thousands of dollars. But how many 
properties have been riddled by costly 
amusements, 

The first time I ever saw the city—it 
was the city of Philadelpbia—!I was a 
mere lad, I stopped at a hotel, and 1 
remember in the eventide one of these 
men plied me with his Infernal art. He 
saw I was green. He wanted to show 
me the sights of the town. He painted 
the path of sin until it looked like emer- 
ald, but I was afraid of him. I shoved 
back from the basilisk—I made up my 
mind he was a basilisk. I remember how 
he wheeled bis chair round in from of 
me and, with a concentered and dia- 


bolical effort, attempted to destroy my 
soul, but there were good angels in the 
nir that night. It was no good resolu- 
tion on my part, but it was the all on 
compassing grace of a good God that de- 
livered me. Beware, beware, O young 
man} “There ib a way that seemeth 
right unto a man, but the end thereof is 
death.”

The champagne bas cheated the 
children’s wardrobe. Tue carousing 
party has burned up the boy's primer. 
The tablecloth of the corner saloon is in 
debt to the wifes faded dress. Excur- 
sions that in a day make a tour around 
a whole month's wages, ladies whose 
lifetime ‘business.

large bets on horses, have their counter 
parts in uneducated children, bankrupt: 
cles thut shock the monty market and 
appall the church and that scod-dresken- 
nem staggering across the richly figured 
carpet of the mansion and dashing into 
the mirror and drowning out the caiol of 
muse with the whoopitg of bloated sons 
come home to break their old mother's 
heart, 

I saw a beautiful home, where the bell 
rang violently late at night. The son had 
been off In sinful Indalgences. Mis com- 
rades were briugiug him home. They 
earried him to the door. They rang the 
bell at 1 o'clock in the morning. Father 
and mother came down. They were wait 
ing for the wandering son, and then the 
comrades as soon as the door was opened 
threw the predigal headlong luto the 
doorway, crying: There he is, drunk as 
a foot! Ha, hal” When men go into 
amusements that they cannot afford, they 
first borrow what they cannot earn, anil 
then they steal what they cannot borrow, 
First they go into embarrassment and 
then Into lying and then Into theft, and 
when a man gots as far on as that he 
does not stop short of the pentitentiary. 
There is not a prison In the land where 
there are not victims of anxunctitied 
amusements, 

Look Oat For the Leakage. 

Merchant, fs there a disarrangement 
ip your accounts? Is there a leakage in 
your money drawer? Did not the cash 
account come out right last night? 1 
will tell you. There is a young man In 
your store wandering off Into bad amune 
ments, The salary you gire him may 
meet lawful expenditures, but not the 
sinful indulgences in Which be has enter 
ed, and he takes by theft that which you 
do not give him in lawful salary. 

How brightly the path of unrestralued 
amusement opens! The young man rays: 
“Now | am off for a good time. Never 
mind economy. I'll get money somehow, 
What a fine road! What a beautiful day 
fora ride! Crack the whip, and over the 
turnpike! Come, boys, fll bigh your 
glasses. Drink! Long life, health, plen 
ty of rides just like this!’ Hardwork: 
ing men bear the clatter of the hoofs aad 
look up and say: “Why, T wonder Where 
those fellows get their money from, We 
have W! and drudge. They do noth- 
ink.“ To these yay men Are is a thrill 
and exchement. They stach at other peo: 
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of coming disaster they cry out, “Who 
cares!" and to the counyel of somo Chris- 
tian friend, “Who are you?” 

Tansing along the street some night you 
hear a shriek in a grogshop, the rattle of 
the watehman's club, the rush of the po- 
lice, What is the matter now? Oh, this 
reckless young man has been killed in a 
grogshop fight. Carry him home to his 
father’s house. Parents will come down 
and wash his wounds and close his eyes 
In death. They forgive him all he ever 
cid, although be cannot in his silence ask 
it. The prodigal has got home at last. 
Mother will go to her little garden and 
get the sweetest flowers and twist them 
into a chaplet for the silent heart of the 
wayward boy and push back from the 
bloated brow the long locks that were 
once ber pride. And the air will be rent 
with the agony. The great dramatist 
says, “How sharper than a serpent’s 
tooth it is to have a thankless child.“ 

I go further and say those are un- 
Christian amusements which become the 
chief business of a man’s lite. Life is an 
earnest thing. Whether we are born in 
a palace or hovel, whether we are all uent 
or pinched, we have to work. If you do 
not sweat with toil, you will sweat with 
disease. You have a soul that is to be 
transfigured amid the pomp of a judg- 
ment day, and after the sea has sung its 
last chant and the mountain shall have 
comedown in an avalancheof rock you will 
live and think and act, high on a throne 
where seraphs sing or deep in a dungeon 
where demons howl, In a world where 
there is so much to do for yourselves and 
so much to do for others God pity that 
man who has nothing to do, 

Sports a Means to an Bud. 

Your sports are merely means to an 
end. They are alleviations and 
helps. The arm of toil is the only arm 
strong enough to bring up the bucket out 
of the deep well of pleasure. Amuse- 
ment is only the bower where busi- 
ness and philanthropy rest while on their 
way to stirring achievemepts. Amuse- 
ments are merely the vines that grow 
about the anvil of toil and the blossom- 
ing of the bammers, Alas for the man 
who spends his life in laboriously doing 
nothing, bis days in hunting up lounging 
places and loungers, his nights in seek- 
ing out some gaslighted fvolery! The 
man who always has is sporting 
jacket, ready to hunt for game in the 
mountain or fish in the brook, with no 
time to pray or work or read, is not so 
well off as the greyhound that runs by his 
side or the fly bait with which he whips 
the stream. A man who does not work 
does not know how to play. If God bad 
intended us to do nothing but laugh he 
would not have given us shoulders with 
which to litt and hands with which to 
work and brains with which to think. 
The amusements of life are merely the 
orchestra playing while the great tragedy 
of life plunges through its five acts—in- 
fancy, childhood, manhood, old age and 
death. Then exit the last earthly op- 
portunity. Enter the overwhelming reali: 
ties of an eternal world! 

l go further and say that all those 
amusements are wrong which lend into 
bad company. If you go to avy place 
where sou have to associate with the iu- 
temperate, with the unclean, with the 
abandoned, however well they may be 
dressed, in the name of God quit it. They 
will despoil your nature. They will un- 
dermine your moral character, They 
will drop you when you are destroyed. 
They will not give one cent to support 
your children when you are dead. They 
will weep not one tear at sour burial. 

I had a friend in the west—a rare 
friend. Lle was one of the first to wel- 
come me. to my new bome. To fine per- 
sonal appearance he added a generosity, 
frankness and ardor of nature that made 
me love him like a brother. But | saw 
evil people gathering around him. They 
came up from the saloons, from the gam- 
bling bells. They plied him with a thou- 
sand arta. They seized upon his social 
nature, and he could not stand the charm, 
They drove him on the rocks, like a ship, 
full winged, shivering on the breakers. 1 
used to admonish him. would say, 
“Now, I wish you would quit those bad 
habits and become a Christian.” “Oh,” 
he would reply, 1 would Iike to, I would 
like to, but I have gone 80 far I don't 
think there is any way back.” Io his 
moments of repentance he would go home 
and take his little girl of 8 years and em- 
brace hey convulsively and cover ber with 
adornments and strew around ber pic- 
tares and tors and everything that could 
make her bappy, and then, as though 
hounded by ao evil spirit, he would go 
out to the inflaming cup and the house of 
shame, like a fool to the correction of the

The afternoon was waning and by 
the time we had halted at the new pal- 
atial residence of Countess Boni de 
Castelline nee Miss Anna Gould and 
driven through the grounds of the choc- 
ate manufacturer Menier which in 
theniselves form a beautiful | rivate 
park, it was time to go back to that 
miserable Hotel. The Parisian home of 
the Castellanes may have all the splen- 
dors of the new world grafted on the 
old, but to Americans it will never be 
an attractive piece of architecture; it is 
modeled after the Little Trianon” at 
Versailles, the favorite home of Marie 
Antoinette the ill-fated queen of Lou's 
VI. It seems to be on y two stones 
high, the windows reaching from the 
gsang floor to the roof, which is fiat. 

t is deplorable to think of to much 
being wasted 
upon that pile of rubbish in a foreign 
country when it could do so much good 
in our owa. The grounds when the 
landecape gardener has finished his 
work will be exceedingly beautiful, but 
no amount of money will ever make the 
mansion itself from the outside a de- 
light to all beholders. 

The next day was Sunday so our cal 
endar said, but we found it hard to re- 
aligo that fact. Our first thought was 
to visit some of the famous churches 
of the city and as we bent our steps in 
search of one there was nothing about 
this day to distingaish it from the pre- 
ceding one; laborers were still at work 
upon the streets where we had seen 
them the day before, removing the 
wooden pavements and laying others; 
factories were running as usual and 
everything around spoke of a land 
where the Lord's day differs not from 
the other days ofthe week to the lab 
orer who must earn his bread by the 
sweat of his brow. 

The church of the Madeleine had 
been mentioned to us as well worth a 
visit because of its beautiful music so 
we started to find it and after walking 
for some time we at last found this im- 
posing structure, It is totally unlike a 
church being on the same order as the 
Pantheon we had visited the day pre- 
vious, It is of the Greek style of ar- 
chitecture and is surrounded on all 
sides by massive columns, the front 
having adouble row. We entered with 
the throng and were shown to seats by 
an usher. These seats consisted of two 
rows of what we know as flag-bottomed 
Chairs fastened back to back; the row 
facing the altar being higher than those 
behind which were used for kneeling, 
the top being finished with a broad slat 
where the prayer book could lie while 
the worshipper was kneeling. The con- 

gation Wes well dressed as it should 
ave been, we having heard that here 
is where the elite and fashionable of 

Paris goto worship, It seemed to us 
that everyone must conduct his own 
method of worship for the crowd was 
constantly coming and going. Some 
kind of service was going on all the 
time but it seemed that the principal 
act in the drama was collecting money, 
for during the whole time we were there, 
there ware three or four persons collect- 
ing all the time. The first one who 
came along was an old priest and with 
bim a soldier, gendarne they say dress- 
ed in the Napoleonic costume, knee 
pants, cocked hat and a sword clanking 
at hisside. This priest collected 16 cen- 
tems or 3 cents in our money for the 
use ofthe chair, The soldier in church 
was a very singular spectacle to us, for 
our ideaof a house of worship isa 
peaceful one withnone of the sugges- 
tions of war. These two, priest and 
soldier were constantly on the move, 
and scarcely would any one take his 
seat ere they were at his side. 

The next was a man collecting mon- 
ey for the privilege of listening at the 
music he said, but I pretended I could 
not understand him and he passed on. 
But in a little while an old woman 
came along and she was not 0 easily 
gotten rid of, and we had to pay her

ten centimes, or two cents in our mon- 
ey, making ö cents in all, This soema 
a very small amount but must not for- 
get thatto a Frenchman one centime 
or one fifth of à cent is much more 
than a cent to us, and a franc, or 20 
cents ie as great to them asa dollar to 
us. I believehad we stayed much 
longer we would have come to the 
same way of thinking, for in estimat- 
ing the value of an article we uncon- 
Sen arsociated the franc and dol- 
lar. The service was like so much 
Greek to us, for with the alms taking, 
the coming and going it would have 
been well nigh im ble to follow the 
service had we been familiar with it 
At some part of, I do not know where 
we were sitting, a man came by and 
sald something tousin French which 
I did not understand and as we did not 
move he seized me and the lady next 
tome very roughly by the arm and 
jerked us to our fest. This was a 
little too much for my American prin- 
ciples so in a few minutes I left not 
caring to receive any more French rude.

Our Query Column., 
ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 


No, 108, Gustavus III, Ki 
den, Succeeded his father, Adolphus 
Frederick, in 1771, The country was 
at that time distracted by two rival 
political parties, called the Hats“ and 
the ey e „Hats'“ were favor- 
able to French interests, and wore a 
French chapean; the Caps“ were par- 
tisans of Russia, and a Russian cap was 
their badge. 

Gustavus is noted for a very success- 
ful coup d' etat, 

Finding the people thoroughly weary 
of the misrule of the Nobles, and ready 
for a change of government, he instiga- 
ted a fictitious rebellion, then collected 
a large body of troops (on pretense of 
restoring order), and having arrested 
the council in a body, convoked the 
Diet, and laid before them a new con- 
stitution, to which they were compelled 
to subscribe, A revolution was thue 
effected without the shedding of blood, 
and in three days the whole government 
of Sweden had been changed form an 
aristocratic to a monarchical from, 
Gustavus having recoyered all the regal 
power which had been gradually lost 
by his immediate predecessors, He 
ruled with great moderation, but he had 
made many enemies among the nobles. 
They finally entered into NS 
against him, and on the 16th of March, 
1792, their agent, Captain Ankarstrom, 
mortally wounded him ata mask- 
ed ball in the opera house built by him. 
Aukarstrow was immediately H 
he confessed the crime, but stoutly de- 
nied that he had any accomplices. On 
the 20th of April he was condemned to 
be publickly flogged for three days and 
then beheaded. He went to the scat 
fold rejoicing in his crime. 

No. 104. The most celebrated trial 
in the annals of English jurisprudetice 
is undoubtedly that of Warren Hastings. 
The case lasted nearly ten years from 
1786 to 1795, Hastings was an English- 
man of the middle rank in life. At the 
age of seventeen he went to India asa 
writer in the service of the East India 
Company. Aftera residence there of 
fourteen years, he returned to England, 
having gained such a reputation tor 
clever executive ability, that in 1769 he 
received the appointment as second in 
the Council at Madras. Three years 
later he was promoa to the highest 
office In the gift of the Company, that 
of President of the Supreme Vouncll of 
Bengal, The powers of this office were 
afterwards enlarged by an act of Par- 
liament, sọ that he became Governor 
General of all the British dependencies 
in India. By his able management he 
greatly increased the revenue of the 
realm, established the 3 of the 
Crown over the conqured provinces on 
à Hemer banis, and made the path of 
his successors in office comparative y 
easy. But he called down upon him- 
self the bitter enmity of the native 
chiefs, and also of many Englishmen of 
note, Reports: f cruelty and oppression, 
tavis and corrupt expenditu:e were 
busily circulated in England, A split 
occurred about this time in the mana- 
pement of the East India Company, 
one party endeavoring to procure his 
diemissal, and the other and more 
powerful one standing by him.
